OF NIGHTINGALE DISTRICT 
: DIED ON.MONDAY 


On ‘Tuesday morning, a, 
regret was expressed when the an) 
nouncement was made typbArchi- 
bald McLean, Sr. of Nightingale 
had passed away on Monday night. 

The news had been received of 
his being takeg seriously ill on Sun 
day morning With but slight hopes 
for his recovery, 

During recent years he had not 
been able to get around very much 
owing to injuries received in a 
runaway accident. 

In the demise of Archie McLean 
one of the real pioneers is removed 
he having come to Canada in 1900 
and settled in the Nightingale dis- 
trict on what is known as the Hill- 
side Ranch, a home that was known 
to every traveller in the early days 
and where the latchstring of wel- 
come was most heartily extended 
to everyone. 

Mr McLean was born in Fife- 
shire, Scotland, in 1852 and soon 
after his marriage he went to the 
Falkland Islands where he was en- 
gaged in the sheep industry for 
about 20 years. 

He was a well educated man 
which qualifications he used for the 
benefit of his family, inasmuch 
that he never was located where 
schools were available for his 


dren and he devoted himself to 
the work of carrying on the ed 
ucation of his family 

He was of a kind quiet disposi 
tion, ever ready to help in sick 
ness and distress, and through his 
humberless acts of assistance en 
deared himself to everyone with 
whome he came in contact. 

Not only was he the teacher for | 
his family, but also fulfilled the! 
duties of preacher as well and 
every Sunday he read his bible to 
them and prayed with them 

‘When the Nightingale Colony 
was formed, in the McLean home 
religious service was conducted 
every two weeks by the pastor 
from Strathmore and attended by 
hig family and all the people of the 
district who wished to do so. 

A devoted husband and kind ta 
ther is survived by his widow, five 
sons, Archie and Peter of Nightin 
gale, Jack and William, of Kitscoty 
and James of Calgary, and four 
daughters, Mrs Fredericks, Strath 
mare, Mrs Fddeout of Drumheller, 
Mrs Longson, of Kathyrn and Miss 
Jane of Nightingale.

Jack Canuck Is No 
Longer ‘‘Hewer Of 
Wood And Drawer 
Water To’’ U. S.J 


OTTAWA.—The Dominion — of 
Canada is on a permanent walkout 
as a “hewer of wood and drawer 
of water” for the United States, 
or any other country. The Domin- 
ion Statistician, reviewing Canada’s 
1928 trade, intimates that Canada 
is exporting a smaller percentage’ 
of raw materials and importing a 
larger percentage. In other words, 
she is every year turning out more 
manufactured goods for herself and 
for export and bringing in less, in 
proportion to her total trade. 

From 1910 to 1928 Canada 
brought in raw materials to the ex- 
tent of 24.2 to 25.6 of her total im- 
ports. In 1910 24.2 per cent. of the 
goods brought into Canada came in 
to be further manufactured and 
give employment to Canadian labor. 
In 1928 25.6 per cent, of the im- 
ports were such raw materials. 

In 1910 51.2 per cent. of her ex- 
ports were raw materials which 
other countries used for manufac- 
turing. In 1928 this had dropped to 
47,2 per cent. as Canada increased 
her manufacturing facilities and 
manufactured more goods from her 
own raw materials, 

The extent to which Canada has 
increased her manufacturing facili- 
ties at the same time increasing 


could be only manufactured a short 


step further if at all. In 1928 these 
included $414,400,000 of grain, 
fruits, seeds and raw tobacco or 


83.7 of the whole. Only 13.5 per 
cent, of the total exports were raw 
materials which might have been 
manufactured further and not in 
the class already mentioned, 

The imports into Canada from 
Europe included 87.6 per cent. fully 
manufactured goods, 7.3 per cent. 
raw materials and 5,1 per cent. 
partly manufactured goods. Her 
exports to Europe included 69.6 per 
cent, raw materials, 23.7 per cent. 
fully manufactured goods and 6.7 
per cent. of semi-manufactured 
products. 

The Dominjon’s greatest trade is 
with the United States, from whom 
she buys $868,055,897 and sells 
$500,167,599. She does her shop- 
ping in the following order: United 
States, United Kingdom, France, 
Germany, Belgium, British India, 
Netherlands, Switzerland, Argen- 
tina, Colombia, Fiji, Barbados, 
Cuba, British Guiana, Jamaica, 
Peru, Italy, Australia, Trinidad 
and Tobago, Cchecho-Slovakia, 
China, Spain, Ceylon, Newfound- 
land, Sweden and other countries 
afterwards.

This Canadian war 
veteran, Ill and maimed alter war 
service, torpedoed the Car- 
pathia, patient in one war hospital 
after another, is somewhere un- 
known, and possibly poor and alone, 
while the British Ministry of Pen- 
sions office in Canada seeks him 
in vain and a $7,500 reparation 
cheque lies in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State of Canada, 

Efforts have been made to trace 
O'Brien, who disappeared from a 
New York hospital two years ago, 
but the old soldier went out of 
sight as though the Hudson river 
had swallowed him up. He has 
never been seen since. 

O’Brien was born in Ireland in 
1877 and settled in Toronto in 
1902, having a brother there who 
was making good in the new coun- 
try. He served in the Boer War 
and crossing back to Camada he 
went into the United States and 
engaged in newspaper work. He 
was in Chicago when the war broke 
out,

reservist he was sent to England 


and Serbian fronts. Severely 
wounded, O’Brien was returned to 
England, He went through the 
English hospitals, being finally dis- 
charged on July 7, 1918. Il) and 
suffering he wanted to get back to 
Toronto, and so shipped on the Car- 
pathia on July 13 for New York. 
The Carpathia was torpedoed. 

O'Brien was knocked overboard 
when the torpedo struck. In this 
tragedy five lives were lost and 
O’Brien was in the water two hours 
before he was finally picked up by a 
British cruiser and taken back to 
England, 

At the Royal Southern Hospital 
it was found that he had been se- 
verely injured in the head. These 
injuries never really healed, 

Canadian medical boards rated 
him as 100 per cent, disabled for 
his profession as a newspaperman 
and 80 per cent. in the general 
labor market, 

Then came a long period of suf- 
fering. All his effects, including 
his discharge papers, testimonials, 
books, ete., were all lost on the 
The medical board said 
his disability would likely be per- 
manent.

(Continued from Front Page) 
quoted as saying thet Bassano has 
the best equipped hospital under 
30 beds in Canada. The nursing 
stzff consists of four graduate 
nurses, including the superinten-
